FAIRFAFX, Knight, Commander in Cheife: And all other perſons 
whom theſe [nſtruions &@c doe or may concerne. 


' Hat the Commiſſioners take ſpeciall care, asoften as occafion ſhall require to give an account to the ' 
- Parliament of all ſuch things as ſhall be ft to be made known unto them, And ſhall endeavour ac- | 
| cording to Inſtructions, that no Commander or Officer ſhall receive _— but fuch as duly at- | 
| tend their charge And the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any of them, are likewiſeto ſuperviſe and exa- 
5 mine the Muſtersof the ſaid Army as occaſion ſhall require, and ſhall nfe the beſt meanes they can 
for preventing of dead payments, falſe Muſters, Free quarter, Plundering, 'Seizing of Horſes, 
| ſelling, ſpoyling, or imbezelling of Armes,or Horſes ; And for the avoiding of any other miſdemex- 
nor inthe Officers or Souldiers, which may turne to the prejudice of the Common-wealth. 
2. That the Commiſhoners repaire to the Counſels of Varre, for the better enabling them te 
{ give an account to the Parliament of the proceedings in the Army, and there to heare, obſerve, and 
| debate touching ſuch matters and paſſages, as may concerne either the Regulating the Army, or any 
{ part thereof, or ſpeedy adminiſtration of Juſtice, the aCting or promoting of aty good deſigne,or the 
advancement of the publike ſervice, And that once in fiftcene dayes, * or as occaſion ſhall r require, 
they areto certifie the ſtate of che Army, and give an accompt' of their proceedings ufto the Par- 
 liament, or fuch Committees as they ſhall nominate; And ſhall from timeto time obſerve all ſuch further orders anddireQions con- 
cerning rhe Army, and the Officers thereof, as ſhall be recommended to their care by both or either of the Houſes of Parliament; And 
the ſaid Sir Tuomas Falrr a x Commander in chiefe, is hereby defired to admit thefaid Commiſhoners to his Counſels, to ad- 
viſe with them, and to Armethem with power for the purpoſes aforeſaid, and the better execution of the particular Rules,and dire&ions 
*-herein*mcntionel, | 
3., That the Judge Advocate of the Army doz adminiſter an Oath to ſuch perſons atteſting upon Mufters, as ſhall be preſented unto 
- him for thediſcovery of falſe Muſters, or accuſing any perſon that ſhall violate the Articlesof Warre in caleof Plunder, or otherwiſe 
- commit any miſdememnors, which may turne,to the prejudice of the Common-wealth. And to take examinations thereupon, and pro- 
ducethem as Evidence at the Courts Marſhall, or elſewhere for the better execution of Juſtice, and eaſe of the Countries attendance ; 
And for default, or in the abſence of theſaid Judge Advocate or Commiſſary, or otherwiſe as occaſion (hall require, the ſaid Commil- 
fioners,or any oneof them, are hereby alſo aurkorizedto adminiſter an oath unto, and to take examinations'thereupon, of all ſuch per- 
*ſonsatteſting, or that ſhall be witneſſes for the purpole aforeſaid. 

4. That ſuch Horſes and Armes, as in Fight orotherwiſe, ſhall juſtly become prize to the Soukier, the Commiſhoners, for the en- 
couragement of the ſouldiers, are hereby authorized forthe uſe of the State, to buy the ſaid Horſes and Armes, for that the ſame may be 
diſpoſed of, and kept-for the ſervice of the State, And that no Horſebe bought or fold in the Army by Troopers or Souldiers, but ſuch 

a5 ſhal be firſt preſented, Vouched, andentred with the Marke-Maſter,upon the penalty of fortcicing every Horſeto the State that ſhall 
-not be vouched, and entred as aforeſaid ; Andevery ſuch bought Horfe to be marked by the Mark-M aſter, and diſpoſed of by the Com- 
mifioners for the Parliament ſervice, in ſuch a way as the Commander in chiefe ſhall approve of. 

5. Thatall Money, Plate, Jewels, Horſes, Armes, Goods, Cattell, Wares, Merchandize, and Commodities whatſoever, which 
ſhall be Seized, ortaken by the ſaid Army, or any part thereof from the Common Enemies, or thetr Garrifons or Quarters ( otherwiſe 

{then by Storme, Battell, or Skirmiſh ) ſhall be inventoricd and delivered in writing to the Commiſhoners of the Army, to bee by the 
Commander in chiefe ( or his Deputy for that purpoſe) and the Commiſſioners, valued, fold or orherwiſe diſpoſed of, to the beſt ad- 
xanitas. of the Army, and the Publique ſervice. | 

6. They ſhall to theirutmoſt endeavour, That no Officer or Souldier be quurtered at any place, but by the Quarter-maſter, firſt 

hewing his Commiſſion if it be required, and by what Authority hetakesup ſuch quarters, and giving a Ticket of the narewGfeve 
ieſon which he ſhall quatter, expreſſing of what Regiment, Troope, or Company, the ſame perſon ſo quartered is, and the number of 
orſes there quartered, and at whoſe ouſethe ſamearcquartered, together with theday of the moneth, and that thereunto the ſame 
Quartermaſter ſubſcribe hisname, ſaving that-where,by reaſon of the great numbers of them,the names cannot be ſo ſuddenly inſerted in 

e Ticket as isrequiſite ; Thenumbers for the preſent ſhall be expreſled in place of their name3,and within one day after,or ſooner(if 

he ſame conveniently may be)the namesof the per{ons quartered, ſhall by the Quarter-maſter be written upon or under ſuch Ticket. 

7. That noquarteror proviſions, for man or horſe in any quarters, be taken without payrhent off ready money, but in caſe of nece(- 

ſity for want of pay, which the Parliament will uſe all meancs poſſible to prevent, and which neceſſity isto be expreſſed in ſuch Tickets 
as aforeſaid. And in caſe where any quarter or proviſions ſhall be had or taken without payment as aforeſaid ; The Captaine or Quar- 
Fter-maſter reſpeRively ſhall by writing under their,or oneof their hands, certifie what proviſions have beene fo had, within what time, 
*by whom,and of what Regiment, Troop,and Company,from whom, and the value therof,and ſuch otherorderand directions concerning 
bthe ſame, ſhall be purſued and obſerved, as the Commiſſioners ſhall appoint, whereby the party to whom 1t 15 due may receive fatisfa- 
"Rion. Provided, that where the Army ſhall be upon the march, not ſtaying above foure.and twenty houres 1n a place, the rate ſhall bee 
foure pence a night for Hay, three pence a night for Grafle, foure pence a peck for Oars, ſix pence a peck for Peaſe and Beanes, and 
even pence a peck ſor Barley and Malt, which proviſion of Barley and Malt is not to be taken but in caſe of neceſſity, where no other 
; Sn Few horſe meat is to be had, As alſo eight pence a day for the dyet of every Trooper or horſc-man, ſeven pence a day for every Dra- 
oonier, and ſix pence a day forevery foot Souldier, Pioner, Waggoner or Carter, that ſhall not be Officers by Commitſhon, or of the 
Life-guards troop. Provided alſo that theſe rates,or any of them ſhal be continued or altered for the former, or other rime,as occaſion 
ſhall appeareto the Commiſſioners, & to be approved of by the Commander in chiefe. Provide that no Inhabitant to whatſoever ſhall 
becompelled to furniſh any proviſion but what he hath in his houſe of his owne,and that no Officer or Souldier ſhall compell him to 
do otherwiſe upon paineof caſhicring, or ſuch other puniſhment as the Commander in chicte ſhall rhinke fit. Ps

© Thatevery Officer by Commiſsion, or perſon of. the Life-guards Troop, ſhall pay the full value for his Proviſions of Diet, or Horſe-meat, - 
bur it he pay not preſent money to the full value, but leave a Ticket or Cercificare in ſuch manner as is aforeſaid, ſhall content himſelf with ſuch 
ordinary Dyet,. for himſelf and ſervants, as the party with whom he Quarters is Provided of, without putting the ſaid party to the trouble 
or charge of ſeeking abroad : Otherwiſe, upon complaint thereof madeto the Commiſſioners, ſuch Officer to be Fined and puniſhed at the 


diſcretion of rhe Commander in chief.

Thac, where no juft cauſe to the contrary ſhall appear, ſuch Certificare made as aforeſaid, ſhall upon view and examination thereof by the 
ſaid Commilſsioners or any two of them be allowed, and thereupon the ſaid Commiſſioners,or any two of them ſhall give Debenters for the mo- 
neys due upon ſuch Certificate, which ſhall be a ſufficient Warrant for the Treaſurer of the Army, to pay the ſame ts ſuch perſons as ſhall pro- 
duce ſuch Debenters ; and further, the ſame ſhall alſo be ſufficient Warrant for the Treaſurer to defaulke the ſame out of the pay of the Officer, or 


ouldicr, by whom the ſame was due. 
RX, 


That in caſe the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any two of them, by conſent of the Commander in chief, ſhall certifie that they conceive it neceſſary 
the Treaſury in the Army be ſpared in the payment of any money due upon ſuch Debenters as aforeſaid : Then the ſaid Debenters ſhall be pro- 
duced to the Committee of Parliament, or ſo many of them as are authorized to give Warrants for iſſuing out of moneys for the Army, who 
fhall accordingly ifſue our Warrants for Payment thereof, our of ſuch moneys as are, or ſhall be paid in by vertue of the Ordinance of Parlia- 
ment for maintaining of the Army, under the Command of Sir Thomas Fairfax: Whereupon the perſons to whom ſuch Warrants are direed, 


ſhall make payment thereof accordingly. 


X I. 

That no Teames, Horſes or Carts ſhall be impreſted or taken, but by Warrant under the hand of the Commander in chief : The Lieutenant- 
Generall of the Ordnance, or ſuch Commiſſary reſpeRively,as ſhall be Authorized ſo to do, which Warrant is ro be produced, upon ſuch Im- | 
preft or taking, and that the ſame Teams, Horſes, or Carts be not compelled to go further then preſent neceffity ſhall require, alwayes diſchar- 
ging thoſe firſt thar ſhall have gone furtheſt ; And thar there ſhall be preſent payment for every Teame, Horſe, Cart, or Driver ſo taken accor- 
ding to ſuch allowances, as are or ſhall be eſtabliſhed by Order of Parliament, or in want thereof, according to ſuch Rates as the Commiſke- 
ners ſhall chink fir, by the conſent of the Commander in chief: And in caſe of neceffiry,ſuch prom payment cannot be made, that the Officer 

y whoſe Warrants the Teams and Carts are impreſted, or ſuch other under Officers as he ſhall imploy for that purpoſe, till the fuperiour Offi- 
rs Certificate can be made, ſhall certifie and leave a Ticket what is due for ſuch Horſes, Carts, and Drivers, and ro whom, according to ſuch 
ſtabliſhment or Rates, which ſhall be ſer as aforeſaid : Provided chat no Commiſſary of Waggons or other Officer whatſoever, ſhall rake any 


arts, Waggons, or Horſes, thart are bringing proviſions to the Cities of Loudon and Weſtminſter. 


XII. 


That where the Commiſſioners, or any two of them ſhall finde juſt cauſe to ſtop the Pay of any Officer or Souldier, and ſhall give notice in 
priting thereof to the Treaſurer of the Army : The ſaid Treaſurer is to forbear to pay the ſame for fix dayes, or untill the Commiſſioners have 
quainted the Commander in chief, and further order be thereupon a7 

XILL. 

: That the Commiſſioners or any two of them, have power by Authority hereof, to Iſſue out their Warrants, and to take ſuch other courſe as 
ey ſhall think fir, for the preſent reſtitution and ſatisfaion of the owners, of, or for any thing Plundered or taken contrary to Ordinance of 
arliament, or Articles of War, or for the return of any Carriages Impreſted for the Service of the Army : And whoſoever ſhall refuſe ro obey 
ch Warrant or other Order of the Commiſſioners for the purpoſe aforeſaid, ſhall nor only forfeir and incur the penalty of the full value ofthe 
ing fo Plundered or taken , to be eſtimated by the Commiſhoners or any two of them , but alſo ſhall loſe rwo Moneths Pay, as a penalty to 
ie Stare, to be diſpoſed as the Commander in chict ſhall think fir for the beſt advance of the preſent Service.

. Thar the Provoſt Marſhall Generall and his men reſpe&ively, be ready to give their aſſiſtance , and purſue ſuch dire&ions as the Commiſſio- 
ers or any of chem ſhall give them for the ſuppreſling of violences, and apprehending diſorderly perſons ; and char all other Officers and Soul- 
ers where need ſhall require, be likewiſe ready to aid and affiſt them for the purpoſes aforeſaid : Andif any Officer or Souldier ſhall refiſt or 

ront the ſaid Commiſhoners or any of them 1n the exccurioa of their power and direRions, that ſuch Officer or Souldier ſhall be liable ro ſuch

\ Thatthe Commiſſioners likewiſe be carcfull, That the Commiſſaries of the Vieuall and Proviſions ( who are hereby required thereunto ) 
dtake notice and keep Accompt of all ſuch Vieuall and Provifions fo: Horſe and Man, as are brought in,and freely given for the ſupply of the 
nies : And where Proviſions are brought into the Army by way of 1ale, and ready money cannot be paid,ro give Tickets according to uſuall 
Kates, whereby ſuch perſons as ſhall ſo bring in the ſame, may have the like benefir as others in caſe of Quarter without meney as aforeſaid, and 
vive Copies of ſuch Tickers rothe Commiſstoners upon pain and Fine of puniſhment art diſcretion of the Commanderin chicf: And the Com- 
niſftoners are hereby Authorized, to take care that ſuch Proviſions as are delivered by che Commiſſaries to any Officers or Souldiers for their 
P ly, be brought to a juſt and true Accompr , and certified tothe Treaſurer, that he may defaulk ſo much our of the ſeverall enterrainments 
dttuch Officers and Souldiers from time to time, as rhe Proviſions received by themas aforeſaid ſhall amount unto. 


All which Rules, Inſtruions and DireRions, whether generall or particular,are carefully ro be ſuperviſed and urged by the Commiſſioners of 
he Army, and by them to be taken care of, that, as much as is poſſible, they ſee them ſtrictly performed.
